Interested parties are hereby notified that all or a portion of the work as described below and shown on the
enclosed drawings was performed without specific authorization under Section 404 of the Clean Water Act.
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers permit regulations (33 CFR 320-330} dated November 13, 1986, allow District
Engineers to make a determination of whether the activity is not contrary to the public interest,

LOCATION - The proposed project is located in wetlands adjacent to an unnamed tributary to Salmon Creek,
east of Northeast 142nd Avenue in Section 11, Township 3 North, Range 2 East, at Battle Ground,
Washington.

WORK - Retain fill in 3.86 acres and place fill in an additional 0.08 of an acre of wetlands for a commercial
recreational building, a parking lot, access roads, and two bioswales.

PURPOSE -~ The purpose of the work is to construct a commercial recreational facility for indoor motorcross.

MITIGATION - The applicant proposes to do both on and off site mitigation. Proposed on site mitigation
includes restoration of 0.38 of an acre of filled wetlands and enhancement of 0.93 of an acre of existing
wetlands., Prior to this project, the mitigation wetlands had been converted to pasture, the proposed
mitigation would involve shrub and tree plantings te return the area to & forested wetland.

Off site mitigation would occur approximately 5 miles west southwest of the project site. Off site mitigation
includes 5.6 acres of wetland creation and 5.6 acres of wetland enhancement. Both creation and
enhancement areas would be planted with native trees and shrubs.

ENDANGERED SPECIES - The Endangered Species Act (ESA) of 1973, as amended, requires assessment of
potential impacts to listed and proposed species. Bald Eagle {(Haliaeetus leucocephalus), Water Howellia
{Howellia aguatilis), and Bradshaw's Desert Parsley (Lomatium bradshawii) are listed as threatened in the state
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of Washington and may occur in the proposed project area. After receipt of comments from this public
notice, the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers {Corps} will evaluate the potential impacts to the Bald Eagle, Water
Howellia, and Bradshaw's Desert Parsley.

ESSENTIAL FISH HABITAT - The Magnuson-Stevens Fishery Conservation and Management Act, as amended
by the Sustainable Fisheries Act of 1998, requires all Federal agencies to consult with the National Marine
Fisheries Service (NMFS) on all actions, or proposed actions, permitted, funded, or undertaken by the agency,
that may adversely affect Essential Fish Habitat {(EFH). The Corps has determined that the proposed acticn
will not adversely affect designated EFH for federally-managed fisheries in Washington waters. As such, no
further EFH consultation with the NMFS is necessary.

CULTURAL RESOURCES - The District Engineer has reviewed the latest published version of the National
Register of Historic Places, lists of properties determined eligible and other sources of information. The
following is current knowledge of the presence or absence of historic properties and the effects of the
undertaking upon these properties: There are no recorded historic properties within the permit area. The
proposed work is of such a limited nature and extent that little likelihood exists for the project to impinge
upen an unrecorded historic property.

The District Engineer invites responses to this public notice from Native American Nations or tribal
governments, Federal, State, and local agencies, historical and archeological societies, and other parties likely
to have knowledge of or concerns with historic properties in the area.

PUBLIC HEARING - Any person may request, in writing, within the comment period specified in this notice,
that a public hearing be held to consider this application. Requests for public hearings shall state, with
particularity, the reasons for holding a public hearing.

EVALUATION - The decision whether to issue a permit will be based on an evaluation of the probable impact,
including cumulative impacts of the proposed activity on the public interest. That decision will reflect the
national concern for both protection and utilization of important resources. The benefits which reasonably
may be expected to accrue from the proposal must be balanced against its reasonably foreseeable detriments.
All factors which may be relevant to the proposal will be considered, including the cumuiative effects thereof;
among those are conservation, economics, aesthetics, general environmental concerns, wetlands, historic
properties, fish and wildlife values, flood hazards, floodplain values, land use, navigation, shoreline erosion
and accretion, recreation, water supply and conservation, water quality, energy needs, safety, foed and fiber
production, mineral needs, considerations of property ownership, and, in general, the needs and welfare of the
people.

The Corps is soliciting comments from the public; Federal, Native American Nations or tribal governments,
State, and local agencies and officials; and other interested parties in order to consider and evaluate the
impacts of this activity. Any comments received will be considered by the Corps to determine whether to
issue, modify, condition or deny a permit for the work, To make this decision, comments are used to assess
impacts on endangered species, historic properties, water quality, general environmental effects, and the other
public interest factors listed above. Comments are used in the preparation of an Environmental Assessment
and/or an Environmental Impact Statement pursuant to the National Environmental Policy Act. Comments are
also used to determine the need for a public hearing and to determine the overall public interest of the
activity.

The evaluation of the impact of the activity on the public interest will include application of the guidelines
promulgated by the Administrator, Environmental Protection Agency, under authority of Section 404(b) of the
Clean Water Act. This evaluation will include an alternatives analysis.
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ADDITIONAL EVALUATION - The State of Washington is reviewing this work for compliance with the
applicable State and Federal water quality standards pursuant to Section 401 of the Clean Water Act.

COMMENT AND REVIEW PERIOD - Conventicnal mail or email comments on this public notice will be
accepted and made part of the record and will be considered in determining whether it would be in the public
interest to authorize this proposal. In order to be accepted, email comments must originate from the author’s
email account and must include on the subject lIine of the email message the permit applicant’s name and
reference number as shown below.
